PROPERTY RIGHTS 
HAVE LIMITATIONS,

The constitutional guarantee of 
rotection to property does not ex- 
tend to property held for unlawful 
purposes, according to a decision 
Tuesday morning by the Georgia su- 
preme court in the case of Jack Lynch 
vs the State, appealed fro Bibb su- 
perior court. 

Lynch was indicted for having in 
his possession dynamite, fuses, caps 
and other paraphernalia commonly 
used in safe-blowing.

No Message all Day. 


The navy department waited all day 
Tuesday for a direct message from the 
dirigible, but there was no word.

IN $1,000,000 SUIT 
FILED BY DANCER 


San Franciseo, Cal., October 14.— 
A verdict completely exonerating

'Anna S. Willow. charged with being 
an accessory to the murder of her hus- 
‘band, Harvey C. Willow, that he gave 
ther a drug believed to have truth-tell- 
ing powers and that she was either 
innocent or the drug did not work, as 
she did not tell him what he had 
expected to hear. 

Dr. Decker testified that he had 
given the drug to Mrs. willow in her 
cell and that she reacted to its effects 
normally. so far as he was able to 
judge. Dr. Decker said he adminis- 
tered the drug voluntarily and without 
the knowledge of anyone. 

District Attorney William FEF. Mil- 
ler, in his opening address to the 
jury, charged that Mrs. Willow de- 
liberately plotted the murder of her 
husband, and then forced her 18-year- 
old lover, Ralph Shadel, to commit 
the deed. Shadel, who was sentenced 
to ten to twenty years for the killing, 
may be a witness against Mrs. Wil- 
low. He has confessed that he shot 
Willow while on a hunting trip at the 
urging of Mrs. Willow. Shadel was a 
farm hand employed by Willow.

In 1908, about 400 of the 700 cadets 
enrolled took part in an “April fool” 
prank in the shape of a desertion from 
the campus and a trip to the neighbor- 
ing town of Pendleton. The partiei- 
pants were suspended for the remain- 
der of the year, and many of them 
never returned to the college, although 
some of them did go back the foilow- 
ing year and finished their courses, 
it was stated. 


Four years ago, the freshmen and 
sophomore classes left the institution, 
and the junior and senior classes were 
threatening to join them when the 
juniors and seniors were granted 
leaves of absence pending an adjust- 
ment of the trouble. An investigation 
by the trustees brought from the 
students varying expressions as to the 
reasons for the walkout. according to 
Mr, Banett, one of them being “lack 
of confidence” in the then president. 
Dr. W. M. Riggs. 

Dr. Riggs preierred charges against 
himself in accordance with the com 
plaints made by the students, and was 
on trial for three days before the trus- 
tees. The students were finally per- 
mitted to return upon signing a state- 
ment to the effect that they had not 
intended to be insubordinate by their 
conduct. They had been absent from 
classes from 10 to 15 days.

Perry recites that on December 5, 
3921, the Georgia commission issued 
en order prohibiting the charging and 
ecllection of Pullman surcharge be- 
tween points within the state of 
Ceorgia. This order was later’ set 
aside by the Interstate Commerce 
commission on the ground that eli- 
mination of the surcharge in Georgia 
would work a discrimination. 

Commissioner Perry’s resolutioins, 
after reciting that the surcharge is 
net collected in certain other states, 
declared that the situation works a 
discrimination against Georgia, and 
rroceeds to issue the order to abolish 
it within this state. 

The resolution adopted, introduced 

Commissioner Price, while it

The bronze medals for the children 
enrolled as members of the Children’s 
Founders’ roll of the Stone Mountain 
Confederate memorial have been re- 
ceived by the association and_ will 
be mailed out this week to the 12,000 
children already enrolled.

trusted that when the Pan-Americas 
congress next convenes in Salvador

In 1903 Brown and Hayne 
took the bull campaign started by 
Sully after the latter withdrew from the 
market in May, and coming to New York, 
they successfully cornered every month 
from July to September. The bull cam- 
paigns of 1905 and 1907 saw him as an 
active operator, but the climax came in 
1909 when due to the crop failure the 
market advanced eight cents between 
Easter and Christmas. After a tempo- 
rary decline in January, 1910, due to the 
congested condition of the market, the 
advance was resumed and eliminated at 
20 cents in August, 1910, a price not seen 
since September, 1873. 


he left Columbus and first went to Rus- 
ton, La., and then to Arcadia, in the same 
State, as cotton buyer and exporter. In 
1893 he removed to New Orleans and 
became active in the cotton exporting 
business, first as a partner of the firm of 
Brown & Grant, and later in partnership 
with his brother under the firm of W. P. 
Brown & Co. Shortly after his arrival 
in New Orleans he married the daughter 
of the distinguished Louisiana jurist, Judge. 
George H. Braughn, and entered the so- 
cial life of the first New Orleans families. 


As an operator he won his spurs during 
the “bull” campaign of Peter Labouisse 
in 1895, and a few years later became 
associated in “his operations with Mr.

PINK BOLLWORM 
ACTIVE IN TEXAS 
COUNTY, IS REPORT

Chicago, October 14.—An operation, 
which is believed to offer a partial 
cure for rigid paralysis, was performed 
here today by Dr. J. G. unter. pro- 
fessor of anatomy, and Dr. N. D

Dr. Hunter, who is 27 years old, 
is reputed to be the discoverer of 
the method whereby the operation is 
performed, in which he was assisted 
by Dr. Royle. 

It was explained that the opera- 
tion is only effective in cases of rig‘d 
paralysis wht®re the patient suffers a 
twisted or deformed limb, which he 
is unable to control.
